Age-Old memories in a land 
that counts time by centuries and 
ghostly processions of dead and 
buried kings reaching back to the 
days of the Roman Caesars will 
be re-awakened when George V 
the latest of the ghostly line, will 
be byrne on Tuesday morning for 
interm ent in historic St. George’s 
chapel which encloses the tombs 
of so many of Eng lands’ kings 
and queens. 
Death 
has 
found 
strange 
companionships 
there. 
Ancient enemies lie, if not side by 
side, in close and m ortuary peace 
beneath the famous chapel’s tab­ 
lets. The York and the Lancaster 
that met on many a bloody field 
sleep there together awaiting 
a 
judgm ent that will know no i>olit- 
ical distinctions. Kings and queens 
of the Catholic line face kings and 
queens of the Protestant succes­ 
sion, the memories of their reli­ 
gious hatreds and battles of long 
ago forgotten with their crum b­ 
ling bones. And one famous king 
lay there for a century 
without 
the head that he had sacrificed so 
stubbornly and gallantly in a day 
of revolution. And there, close by, 
are the tombs of the king of the 
many ill-fated wives and of the 
one queen whom, traditionally, he 
is said to have loved— and lost 
without the intervention of th« 
headsman. 
St. George’s chapel and West­ 
m inster Abbey are the “Chapels 
Royal” of England—both within 
their precincts became the burial 
places of the kings and 
queens 
who ruled the land, for good 
cr 
for ill. In point of time Windsor 
Castle itself, of which the chapel 
is a part, clings closely in its ori­ 
gins to the famous Abbey. Ed­ 
ward the Confessor, in 1065, laid 
the foundations for 
the 
Abbey 
structure that was expanded in­ 
to its present form, though there 
was a monastery on the 
ground 
before that. Windsor Castle and 
the Tower of London both 
owe 
their origin to William the Con­ 
queror who took over the task of 
conquering and governing 
Eng­ 
land along about the year 1070. 
These tw-o institutions, the Tower 
and the Castle, though outwardly 
widely 
separated 
in 
character, 
have much history in common. 
Both figure down the centuries, as 
alternately 
palaces, 
fortresses, 
places of imprisonment and as the 
sites of royal tombs. 
Tragedies 
left their trails in both, but the 


castle lives in a setting of more 
cheerful memories, and perhaps 
greater pageants of pomp, glory 
and regal circumstance. Particu­ 
larly' true is this of that part 
of 
the Castle, St. George’s Chapel, to 
which the body of George V will 
be carried with all the ancient 
ceremonial and symbols of sorrow 
that befit a well-beloved ruler. 
WINDSOR CASTLE AT 
WESTMINSTER 
In some respect® the Chapel of 
St. George at Windsor may lay 
claim to greater antiquity 
than 
‘hat of Westminster. Westminster 
may not be looked on as a “Cha­ 
pel Royal" until after the aboli­ 
tion of the abbey and the practi­ 
cal refounding under Queen Eliz­ 
abeth in 1560, when it became a 
“collegiate church." The chapel cf 
St. George was made “collegiate” 
by King Edward III in 
1348 and 
the succession of deans and can­ 
ons has been uninterrupted to the 
present day. 
The foundation of the 
chapel 
has its romantic origins. It was 
from the first intimately connect­ 
ed with the Order of the Garter, 
and St. George entirely supersed­ 
ed St. Edward as the patron. Time 
there are today two chapels 
of 
historic interest in W indsor castle, 
The eastern building, long known 
as Wolsey’s Tomb-House, is, ini 
reality, identical with the addition 
known as the 
Albert M em orial1 
Chapel, which followed the foun­ 
dation dedicated to Edward 
the 
Confessor. In that part of the cas­ 
tle known today as 
the 
Albert 
Memorial chapel was buried the 
great 
cardinal 
celebrated 
in 
Shakespeare’s play, “Henry VIII.” 
He had made for himself a sum p­ 
tuous tomb there, but after the 
Cromwell revolution, when one of 
the henchmen of Cromwell took 
possession of Windsor castle for 
the parliam ent in 1642, the or- j 
nate monument of 
Wolsey 
wras 
plundered by the “roundheads”, 
stripped of its gorgeous appoint-j 
inentjs, and its splendid ornam ents1 
sold for old brass and gilding and 
the marble sarcophagus lay ne- ( 
glected until 1805, when it was 
reappointed to mark the grave of 
Lord Nelson in St. Paul’s cathed-j 
ral, though the 
remains 
of 
the 
great naval hero do not lie there j 
—the coffin that 
encloses 
the 
bones of the hero of the Battle 
of the Nile are supposed to 
lie 
within the substructure on which i 
the sarcophagus rests.

FIRST COUNTY COURT 
OF POLK COUNTY 


The first settlers of Polk coun­ 
ty, which at the tim e of its or­ 
ganization in 1835 had less than 
two hundred inhabitants, 
came 
from the hills of Tennessee and 
K entucky and settled along the 
ihe creek banks. Here they rais­ 
ed corn and cattle, the latter b e ­ 
ing their earliest concentrated ar­ 
ticle of export and which 
they 
drove to m arket as far aw ay as 
Independence, Boonville, and St. 
Louis. To these early 
pioneers, 
Polk county paid tribute in 
its 
centennial celebration held in A u ­ 
gust, 1935. 
On F ebruary 9, 1835, one h un­ 
dred and one years ago this week, 
the first session of 
the 
county 
court was held in Polk county and 
a short tim e afterw ard 
Bolivar 
was chosen as the county seat. In 
this same year, the first schools 
of the county were established; 
the first saw mills and grist mills 
were built; and a log courthouse 
was erected at Bolivar. 
Although 
travel 
across 
this 
county, a region of 
plains 
and 
plateaus, was easy, 
com m unica­ 
tion with the outside was difficult 
because of the hill belts lying be­ 
tween it and the valleys of the 
Mississippi, Missouri and A rk an ­ 
sas. For this reason the county 
was retarded in development, and 
settlem ent was slow. 
In the late ’40s, however, when 
the first discoveries of lead 
in 
southwest Missouri 
drew 
many 
immigrants, flattering reports be­ 
gan to go abroad as to the fertility 
of the soil in this heretofore com ­ 
paratively isolated county, and an 
infusion of settlers began. 
In 1855, Bolivar was incorpor­ 
ated as a town and a period of 
prosperity began in both town and 
county. 
War, however, checked immi­ 
gration and its accom panying eco­ 
nomic developm ent. Dunkng the 
Civil war, sentim ent in the county 
was evenly 
divided. 
Troops 
cf 
both factions drilled at the court­ 
house square in Bolivar, but the 
county was never the scene of any 
noteworthy m ilitary encounter. 
A fter the war, 
settlers 
again 
came into Polk county. Im m igra­ 
tion of the hill people from the 
southern 
states 
slackened 
and 
hromeseekers of small m eans came 
in from north Missouri, 
Iowa, 
Indiana, and Illinois. 
The 
first 
new spaper 
of 
the 
county, the Bolivar Weekly C our­ 
ier, issued in 1856, was followed 
by the Weekly Sentinel, the U n­ 
ion, the Dispatch, the Free Press, 
the Herald and the Polk County 
Review. 
In the ’70s, the first banks were 
established, and with the coming 
of the railroad, built by the St. 
Louis and 
San 
Francisco, 
the 
county was for the first time link­ 
ed with the Missouri river region 
and eastern points, and im m igra­ 
tion at onee received a new im ­ 
petus. Earlier attem pts had been 
made at railroad budding, but in­ 
stead of complete lines, the coun­ 
ty acquired the customary bond­ 
ed indebtedness. 
During these years, 
increased 
attention was given to the edu­ 
cational interests Of the county, 
and two colleges, the Southw est 
Baptist College of Bolivar and the 
Morrisville Institute at 
Morris- 
viUe w ere established. 
By late ’80s, Polk county had 
become known as Missouri’s b an ­ 
ner sorghum producing 
countv, 
and Bolivar with a population of 
2,000 ranked as one of the pro­ 
gressive cities of southwest Mis­ 
souri. Its business interests w ere 
represented 
by 
five 
banking 
houses, two weekly newspapers, 
drygoods 
and 
clothing 
stores, 
groceries, hardw ars 
stores 
and 
lumber yards. Its agricultural and 
commercial interests were rep re­ 
sented by its live stock an d farm 
produce, and its mills, cream ery 
and cheese factory. 
Bolivar, today, with its forty- 
acre city park, its Carnegia li­ 
brary, its good 
roads, long es­ 
tablished business institutions and 
its friendly and alert air ranks 
as one of Missouri’s 
best 
home 
towns.

Calling 
attention to the fact that the law 
makes the m erchant responsible to 
the state for sales tax collection 
based on his total sales, he says 


merchants, therefore, must make 
good any 
shortage 
that 
occurs 
from uncollected taxes, 
Thi bottle cap receipt system is 
one <ii the features of the sales 
tax law and was adopted by the 
auditor in order that the purchas­ 
er could pay tax on sales of less 
than one dollar without having to 
pay the full one cent as is now the 
law in several states. 
The merchant, in order to com ­ 
ply with the law, rem inds 
Mr. 
Smith, must collect the tax; if he 
insists upon its paym ent, he may 
offend some customer and thereby 
lose that, particular customer, but 
on the other hand, if he does not 
collect it, he 
risks 
consequent 
penalty for violation of the law. 
Calling upon the custom er foi 
full co-operation, the auditor asks 
that all customers ‘‘be ready with 
their mills and pay the m erchant 
their sales tax without argum ent. 
The merchant has reason on his 
side when he appeals to you for 
fair treatm ent.” 
A merchant from rural Missouri 
gave the following version of the 
sale* tax collection problem and 
Mr. Smith is passing it on to the 
public; ‘‘W hether we think it right 
or w rong does not m atter, it is 
the law. The law designates the 
customer as the party to pay the 
tax and makes the m erchant the 
collector. Customers should 
not 
em barrass the merchant by forc­ 
ing him to ask for their sales tax 
receipts. They should be prepared 
and have their tax ready and pay 
it the same as they do the p u r­ 
chase price. They should not think 
that telling the merchant, ‘I for­ 
got to bring my mills with m e’ 
is 
ufficient excuse for not 
paying 
the tax, and that the 
merchant, 
rath er than press them for the 
tax will pay 
it 
himself. 
This 
would be a violation of the law. 
They should do their part 
and 
treat the m erchant fairly.”

Such use fits us for a w id­ 
er sphere of action, and at the 
same time transforms our present 
experience into something uplift­ 
ing and ennobling. Mrs. Eddy also 
writes in her work “Miscellaneous 
W ritings” (p. 116), “Never absent 
from your post, never off your 
guard, never ill-hum ored, 
never 
unready to work for God,— is obe­ 
d ien ce being ‘faithful over a few 
things.’ ” Such labor constitutes 
working “as for Thy law s.” and 
ensutes 
its 
own 
reward.—The

In all the current excitement 
about crim e prevention many of 
us fail to recognize that probation 
is its m aster key. A good well- 
rounded probation department i s ‘ 
worth ten prisons, according to 
A ustin H. MacCormick. Commis­ 
sioner of Correction of New York 
City, speaking this year before 
the National Probation 
Associa­ 
tion regional conferenc in New 
York. It would seem only 
com­ 
mon sense for every community 
in America to see that its acci­ 
dental 
offenders 
should 
n ev ir 
grow into 
hardened 
criminals. 
Since it costs far more to keep a 
m an behind bars as under proba­ 
tion, it is evidently good business 
for 9 state 
to 
provide 
enough 
trained probation and parole of­ 
ficers as well as juvenile and do­ 
mestic relations courts. 
The 
m istrust of 
probation 
in 
the public mind is often due to 
mistaken leniency in the courts. 
Probation properly applied is not 
leniency at all. There is too great 
a tendency to point to the occa­ 
sional failure rather than to th? 
many successes, and the failures 
are often due to overloading of 
cases on a single officer, or to po­ 
litical appointm ents of inefficient 
and untrained workers. 
Public m isapprehension is w ide­ 
spread about probation and 
its 
companion, 
parole. 
A 
paroled 
prisoner is one who is condition­ 
ally .liberated after serving part 
of an institutional sentence. An 
offender 
on probation 
is 
free 
usually under a suspended sen­ 
tence. He is within the jurisdic­ 
tion of the court but in a normal 
environm ent. 
Probation 
treats 
him as an individual rather than 
as a num bered unit in 
a 
mass. 
The supervision of a probationer 
involves 
more 
than 
knowing 
where a m an is, what he is doing 
and with whom he is associating. 
The officer keeps in d o se contact 
with the family and invokes in 
the 
probationer’s 
behalf 
the 
wholesome resources of the com ­ 
munity. 
For the adult, this procedure 
saves the offender from the stig­ 
ma of a prison sentence and puis 
him for a time under the firm, 
friendly and understanding guid­ 
ance of a probation officer 
who 
helps him to find work and sees 
to it that he works steadily. Fail­ 
ure to work, when a job is ob­ 
tainable, amounts to failure 
to 
keep the conditions of probation, 
and brings the individual again 
before the court. It is not neces­ 
sary to wait until he has com m it­ 
ted another offense before taking 
action. 


prisoner costs the com m unity ov­ 
er a dollar a day during incar­ 
ceration. Probation 
costs 
about 
one-fourth of this. A model pro­ 
bation system should not be in ex ­ 
pensive, but the outlay for good 
w ork is small in proportion to its 
return in hum an and 
financial 
values. 
This protection for society 
is 
denied to citizens of Missouri so 
long as they m ake no provision for 
adult probation. The state is u n ­ 
happily among the dozen in the 
United States 
whose 
probation 
laws apply only to its juvenile de­ 
linquents. First offenders must go 
to our prisons w here they consort 
with socalled recidivists, repeaters 
in crime. 
It is well to rem em ber that only 
a few prisoners are incarcerated 
for life; the average prison term 
in the United States is two years. 
A fter that, th e offender returns j 
to society often better educated; 
in crim e than w hen he left it. The 
percentage of those who go back 
to crim inal life after serving aj 
im m easurably 
prison 
term 
is 
greater than of those who 
fail 
under probation.

m erchants and purchasers is call­ 
ing

Missourians

the 
em ergency 
revenue act passed by the last 
session of the legislature. Calling 
attention to the fact that the law 
m akes the m erchant responsible to 
the state for sales tax collection 
based on his total sales, he says 


m erchants, therefore, must make 
good any 
shortage 
that 
occuis 
from uncollected taxes. 
The bottle cap receipt system is 
one ill the features of the sales 
tax 1 nv and was adopted by the 
auditor in order that the purchas­ 
er could pay tax on sales of less 
than one dollar w ithout having to 
pay the full one cent as is now the 
law in several states. 
The merchant, in order to com ­ 
ply with the law, rem inds 
Mr. 
Smith, must collect the tax; if he 
insists upon its paym ent, he may 
offend some custom er and thereby 
lose that particular customer, but 
on the other hand, if he does not 
collect it, he 
risks 
consequent 
penalty for violation of the law. 
Calling upon the custom er foi 
full co-operation, the auditor asks 
that all custom« rs "be ready witn 
their mills and pay the m erchant 
their sales tax without argum ent. 
The merchant has reason on his 
side when he appeals to you for 
fair treatm ent.” 
A merchant from rural Missouri 
gave the following version of the 
sales tax collection problem and 
Mr. Smith is passing it on to the 
public: "W hether we think it right 
or wrong does not m atter, it is 
the law. The law designates the 
custom er as the party to pay the 
tax and m akes the m erchant the 
collector. Custom ers should 
not 
em barrass the merchant by forc­ 
ing him to ask for their sales tax 
receipts. They should be prepared 
and have their tax ready and pay 
it the same as they do the p u r­ 
chase price. They should not think 
that telling the m erchant, ‘I for­ 
got to bring my mills with m e’ 
is 
sufficient excuse for not 
paying 
the tax, and that the 
merchant, 
rath er than press them for the 
tax will pay 
it 
himself. 
This 
would be a violation of the law. 
They should do their part 
and 
treat the m erchant fairly,” 
Again Auditor Smith 
reminds 
both m erchant and purchaser that 
the m oney derived from this sales

In all the current excitement 
about crime prevention many of 
us fail to recognize that probation 
is its master key. A good well- 
rounded probation department is 
worth ten prisons, according to 
Austin H. MacCormick, Commis­ 
sioner of Correction of New York 
City, speaking this year before 
the National Probation 
Associa­ 
tion regional conferenc in New 
York. It would seem only 
com­ 
mon sense for every community 
in America to see that its acci­ 
dental 
offenders 
should 
never 
grow into 
hardened 
criminals. 
Since it costs far more to keep a 
man behind bars as under proba­ 
tion, it is evidently good business 
for 9 state 
to 
provide 
enough 
trained probation and parole of­ 
ficers as well as juvenile and do­ 
mestic relations courts. 
Thy 
mistrust of 
probation 
in 
the public mind is often due to 
mistaken leniency in the courts. 
Probation properly applied is not 
leniency at all. There is too great 
a tendency to point to the occa­ 
sional failure rather than to th'> 
many successes, and the failures 
are often due to overloading of 
cases on a single officer, or to po­ 
litical appointments of inefficient 
and untrained workers. 
Public misapprehension is wide­ 
spread about probation and 
its 
companion, 
parole. 
A 
paroled 
prisoner is one who is condition­ 
ally liberated after serving pait 
of an institutional sentence. An 
offender 
on probation 
is 
free 
usually under a suspended sen­ 
tence. He is within the jurisdic­ 
tion of the court but in a normal 
environment. 
Probation 
treats 
him as an individual rather than 
as a numbered unit in 
a 
mass. 
The supervision of a probationer 
involves 
more 
than 
knowing 
where a man is, what he is doing 
and with whom he is associating. 
The officer keeps in close contact 
with the family and invokes in 
the 
probationer’s 
behalf 
the 
wholesome resources of the com­ 
munity. 
For the adult, this procedure 
saves the offender from the stig­ 
ma of a prison sentence and puis 
him for a time under the firm, 
friendly and understanding guid­ 
ance of a probation officer 
who 
helps him to find work and sees 
to it that he works steadily. Fail­ 
ure to work, when a job is ob­ 
tainable, amounts to failure 
to 
keep the conditions of probation, 
and brings the individual again 
before the court. It is not neces­ 
sary to wait until he has commit­ 
ted another offense before taking 
action 


prisoner costs the community ov­ 
er a dollar a day during incar­ 
ceration.

one-fourth of this. A model pro­ 
bation system should not be inex­ 
pensive, but the outlay for good 
work is small in proportion to Its j 
return in human and 
financial;

The state is un­ 
happily among the dozen in the j 
United States 
whose 
probation j 
laws apply only to its juvenile de­ 
linquents. First offenders must go 
to our prisons where they consort 
with socalled recidivists, repeaters 
in crime. 
It is well to remember that only | 
a few prisoners are incarcerated j 
for life; the average prison term ! 
in the United States is two years, j 
After that, the offender returns; 
to society often better educated, 
in crime than when he left it. The 1 
percentage of those who go back1 
to criminal life after serving a- 
prison 
term 
is 
immeasurably 
greater than of those who 
fail 
under probation.
